WHEREAS,  it  is  expedient  to  change  the  designation  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Police  in  any  area  under  the  charge  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  and  of  the 
District  Superintendent  of  Police  elsewhere ; It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Thirteenth, 
Tear  of  jhe  Republic  of  India  as  follows
